occurred, 
where the most vigorous measares were 
adopted, bat 
where its ravages hava 
proved eicessive 
Thoogh the official 
reports endeavor to lessen the 
number 
of cases, they have not been fewer than 
fifteen 
thousand. 
No remedies, gene 
rally successlul, 
have been devised 
those which proved so in some 
places, 
lailed tulMlly in others. 
T h e sea air is 
said lo have produced favorable effects 
in several instances, and ihis encourage«
